They bave prose- 
cuted their work most assidnously and suceessfally ; 
and if there bas been a falling off in the nnmber of 
Bible and Testaments sold by them during the year, 
your Committee believe this is due to the fact of their 
work having been so efficiently done that little re- 
mains to be accomplished. A few extracts from the 
excellent report of this faithfal auxiliary will give 
the best idea of their work. ‘In presenting the an 
nual Report of the Ladies’ Bible Association, the 
comunitiee desire to express their deep thankfalness 
to God for the continued success which the Associa- 
tion bas enjoyed penee ee last three years. The 
free contributions have m not only opt up, but 
are slightly in advance of lust year. The amount 
this year being £44, 2s. 2d., while last year it was 
£AL; 10a. 64d. in addition to the free contribntions 
the Bible subscriptions amount to £10 7s. 2d., making 
the whole sum raised £51 7s. 4d. The sum paid out 
for Bibles duriag the year is £11 133. 11d., leaving a 
balance of £42 15s. 5d in the Treasurer’s hands.— 
Of this sum it has been decided to hand over £40 to 
the Treasurer of the Belleville Branch Bible Society, 
in accordance with the Rule of the Association which 
provides that the surplus fands shall be so disposed 
of. The number of Bibles sold during the year is 
twenty-two; three Bibles and a Testament have been 
granted free to poor persons. ‘The number of visitors 
engaged in the work of the Association is twenty- 
two. The number of free contributors on the books 
is 225, of Bible subscribers, 16. In the mouth of 
March visitors were appoinled for the district of Can- 
nifton, but it was found that there was already a local 
depository in that village, and sabscriptions Were gen- 
erally taken up for it, so it was thought unnecessary 
forthe Association to continuo visiting there.’’ 

In conclusion, encouraged by the above reports, 
your committee, while rejoicing in the work accom 
plished, and the favourable position of the Society, 
feel that much more might, by united and earnest ef- 
fort, be easily accomplished in sustaining and extend- 
ing a work which so fully commends itself to the 
heurts of the Christian pnblic. And they trnet their 
successors in office will be instramental ia awakening 
enlarged liberality and deeponiug interest on behalf 
of the great work of your Socioty.

Severe Wanraquake at MonTReEA. 
—The prediotions of the French savant, 
M. Delisser, of earthquakes, storms, and 
other natural commotions, abou: the 27th 
February, in consequence of a conjunction 
of tho moon with the planets Jupiter and 
Venus, seems to be verified to tho letter 
thus far, and wo aro led to oxpeot further 
startling features of the programme.

rejeot tho notivn that the uso of fntoxicat- 
ing liqors in moderate quantities may bo 
| right and oven beneficial. You have made 
r} known your intention to grant no conces 
sion, and you fight vivlently, and with a 
most admirable organisation, against all 
tho propositions which emanate from tho 
class of people to whom [ havo mado allu- 
-}sion; and I must say that I know of noth- 
ing equal to tho power you possess of man- 
aging and marshalling your forces ; patron 
have outside your own rauks, a public that 
insists, every year moro strongly, upon 
something being dono, and I for ono feel 
certain that in the long run you will be 
beaten; I do not mean that you will be 
extinguished, I dot not look, in our lifo- 
time, to seo any euch thing happen as that 
articles in which you deal will be prohibit- 
ed from being sold or used in this country ; 
but with regard to several things, and par- 
ticularly that of Suoday trading, I think 
you will eventually be beaten, I do not 
mean that nono of those things will bo al- 
lowed to bo sold on Sunday, but that tho 
sale of them will be put under restrictions 
greater than thoso which now exist, Then 
comes tho question, What are we to do in 
Parliament? You havo no manner of 
right to open your places at all on the Sun- 
day. Therefore, your keeping mee your 
places on Sunday as a creature of law, and 
itis notin any degree a right as com- 
pared with tho other, portions of the popu- 
lation. As public opihion grows in favor 
of tho partial or entire olosing of public 
houses on the Sunday, Parliament will of 
course follow the inclination and the dicta 

tion of that public opinion, and I think you 
ought to find ont something that you would 
concede, and ought to let Mr. Abel Smith, 
or somebody else, or the government, know 
that if some fair proposition were made that 
might perhaps for a considerable number of 
years save you from further irritation and 
harrassiog, you would be willing on. your 
part to make a conoossion. If you do not 
do this, I om afraid that the worrying of

Kinds of institutions by which instruction 
ws imparted must be properly graduated. 
To every country in the world where a 
scheme of education is established, there 
are different grades of institutions, com- 
mencing with the primary school, and oul- 
minating with the University In nono of 
these countries of which I have any know 
ledge is there less than four of these grades, 
The primary school where the rudiments 
of knowledge are imparted, the academy 
answering to our Grammar school,—noxt 
above that the college, which imparts a su- 
perior edacation sufficient for all the ordi- 
nary purposes, and qualifying if desired for 
the university,—and, crowning the whole 
edifice, the university whose degree or war- 
rant of scholarship is a passport to the whole 
educated world, Now we have provided 
three of the links in this chain, bnt the 
fourth and one justas important as any of 
the others is almost entirely want- 
ing. We have common schools, grammar 
échools, and a university, but the institu- 
tion of colleges, one which is established 
in nearly every civilized country, is want- 
ing in our system, except in so far as it 
may be said to exist in the Upper Canada 
College, an/admirable institution, I amglad 
to say, but quite incapable of supplying the 
wants of the country. I say sir, that Up- 
er Canada College and the University of 
oronto, of which as‘a Canadian [am just- 
ly proud, are not capable of supplying with 
& superior education all, or nearly all, of 
those whom we have taught to think that 
they have a right to expect education at 
the hands of tho State. It may be true 
that those institutions may at present be 
capable of accommodating all the pupils 
who desire admission, for st present they 
are not full. “But, sir, why is this the oase ? 
Because those very colleges that are now 
asking this aid are performing the greater 
part of the work dipped: & superior 
education to the youth of this country ; 
because by far the heavier part of the bur- 
den is borne by the so-called denomination- 
al colleges. Let those colleges but once 
close their doors, and it will be speedily 
found, sir, that the University and Upper 
Canada College will not be able to give ad- 
mission to more than a fifth of those who 
will ask it; and then I suppose as a mat- 
ter of necessity, admission to these State 
institutions will be given only to a few, and 
of ‘necessity a select few, and made a mat- 
ter of State favor, of government patron- 
age. The case then stands thus :—We 
have assumed the responsibility of provid- 
ing for the education of the public; we tax 
tho whole country to provide not only an 
elementary but a superior education for the 
youth of the country, and we fiad ourselves 
just in this position, that we are only able 
to furnish that superior instruction to a 
limited number, and as « consequence doing 
n injustice to the greater number, I 
would say decidedly, if we had our Univer- 
sity surrounded as it ought to be with a 
number of colleges eetablished upon a ter- 
ritorial plan in different parts of the coun- 
try, I would Say support those Colleges and 
no other. But in the absenoe of this, while 
our educational scheme is thus imperfect 
those Colleges are discharging [and well 
discharging too as 1 believe,] a great and 
important part‘of the work, and which wo 
have imperfectly done. Ido not think it 
will be attempted in this debate to impugn 
the value of the services which thes OSL

of the country. Hon, gentlemen who watoh 
so olosely every bill to incorporate a college 
and grudge so much every educational 
grant by which a clergyman may possibly 
benefit, these gentlemen need not be in the 
least afraid. They may calm their appre- 
hensions. There is not. the slightest danger 
of clergymen in this country being over-paid. 
Wealthy ecclesiastical establishments are 
not congenial to this soil. There is no fear 
that they will spring up and overshadow the 
intellectual freedom of the country, On 
the contrary, there is far more danger that 
the meagre support given to such inetitu- 
tions will involve their closing altogethor. 
And I am not aware that there is anything 
in the known character of the men control- 
ling the institutions to make them in any 
way objectionable to parliament, I have 
no doubt that among these men, there are 
many possessed of talent and learning, which 
in seoular pursuits would raise them to em- 
inence and fortune, men who would be or- 
naments to this Legislature, and who are 
content to forego the ambitions of life and 
toil in comparative obsourity, because with 
them the work of imparting instruction is a 
labour of love. I hope the House will not 
overlook the fact, that as admirable as our 
system of state eduoation is, there are miapy 
of our people who will not avail themsclyes 
of it, just upon account of this very absence 
of a religious character. There are many 
of our people, who whether right or wrong, 
are honestly of the belief that the work of 
education and religion should go hand in 
hand, that the two subjects aro so intimate- 
ly connected from their nature, that they 
cannot be disassociated without doing vio- 
lence to one or both of them. I am not 
myself one of those who entertain those op- 
iniona, but there is a portion of our people 
and a large portion too, who honestly enter- 
tain them, and hope that the time will ney- 
ercome, when this Legislature will be re- 
gardless of tha rights of a minority. Min- 
orities have their rights as well as majorities, 
and if this minority willingly and uncom- 
plainingly pay their quota of taxes for the 
support of our schools, which they do not, 
and cannot from their convictions conscien- 
tiously use, I say, sir, that it is not an 
unreasonable demand, when they ask from 
us a reasonable aid only, not the support of 
the schools which alone they do not use.— 
It is scarcely fair to say that no man should 
be obliged to pay for a school under the 
control of « religious body to which he docs 
not belong. If that religious body pay tax- 
es for the support of the school which he 
uses and which they do not, I cannot see 
any great hardship in the matter. If indeed

future generations shall not be squandered,” 


THE WRETCHED MINING BILL. 


Tho sublime folly of tho Mining Aot ro- 
cently forced through the Ontario Legisla- 
ture by the Government, is attracting at- 
tention abroad. The Scottish American 
Journal, of New York, speaking of tho 
Hastings Gold district, says :— 

“ Wo shall wonder if there be much fur- 
ther work until the Bill which the Ontario 
Government has just pushed through the 
Legislature bo repealed. A moro extraor- 
dinary or more discreditable piece of legis- 
lation,—one eyincing grosser ignorance or 
more oulpable indifference to the material 
intereets of the Province—oannot be imagin- 
ed. Under the old Union, Canada sufferod 
for many years from the adhorence of its 
Government to the exploded principle of a 
royalty—a tax which practically operated 
as a hindrance to all mining. Tha effect 
of this regulation and others equally stupid 
was to drive off mining enterprise to the 
United States, In 1863 or 1864 a more 
liberal system was introduced under Mr. 
McDougall’s administration of the Crown 
lands, and results wero immediately visible 
in the organization of mining enterprises. — 
Despite this experience, Ontario has revert- 
ed to the royalty system, so far as gold and 
silver mining is concerned, and the influence 
upon both will be immediate and disastrous, 

ot only will it frighten foreign capital 
‘Tom the Hastings district, but it will for 
4 season prevent the exploration and deyelop- 
ment of the very remarkable indications of 
silver which Were last summer traced in the 
vicinity of Thunder Bay, on the north shore 
of Lake Superior. It is hardly to be sup- 
posed that a policy so benighted, and so ut- 
terly at variance with the policy pursued 
in the United States, will be persisted in. — 
Tf the Ontario Government must meddle, 
let it offer bounties to discoverers, and ren- 
der all the help it can to the: enterprises 
which now it tries to extinguish. The 
high tariff of the United States is a model 
of wisdom and liberality compared with 
the chinese legislation with which Ontario 
is doing its utmost to restrain the develop- 
ment of the mineral resources.” 

This language is strong, but fully justi- 
fied. The Scottish American is a paper 
which pays a good deal of attention to (a- 
nadian affairs, and its sympathies in Cana- 
dian politics are decidedly with the Coali- 
tion and with the Combination Reformers 
of Ontaio. Messrs. McDonald and Rich- 
ardson ought to pay sumo heed to its voice. 

Tiere can be no doubt that that miser- 
able Mining Act will seriously retard oper- 
ations, both in the Hastings and the Lake 
Superior district, during the coming sum- 

mer. We are confident, however, that one 
Summer's experience of the law will prepare 


even the Government of Ontario for a more 


liberal policy. Meantime, it is most pro- 
voking that another year should be lost in 
the development of the mineral resources of 
‘the Provinoe through the wrongheadedness 
of a couple of Ministera who know little of 
the question with which they were dealing, 
and who had not sence to take good advice,
